K. K. K. MEETING IN GETTYSBURG 


A meeting sponsored 
by the Ku 


Klux Klan was held at Gettysburg ou 
Monday evening in the P. O. S. of A. 
lodge room, despite the fact that Bur- 
gess W. E. Olinger had declared he 
would not permit the meeting to be 
held. There was no attempt whatev- 
er made by the burgess or town offi- 
cials to prevent it. Last week, it was 
learned, letters had been sent to .the 
representative business and profes- 
sional men of the town inviting them 
to be present at the meeting. There 
was a general acceptance, the hall be- 
ing crowded to capacity. Over a hun- 
dred persons who could not get in 
crowded outside. The meeting was 
adressed by Rev. W. J. Dempster, a 
Presbyterian minister, and Rev. A. 
B. Hanson,- a Baptist minister, both 
of Pittsburgh', who are said to be klan 
leaders in this1 state. The subject of 
Ithe addresses was "Why the Ku Klux 
Klan?" The speakers set forth the 
principles of the order, explaining 
that the meeting was simply called 
to acquaint the people of Gettysburg 
with the purposes of the klan. Mem- 
bership cards wer,'e distributed. The 
assemblage was orderly and there was 
no demonstration either on the inside 
of the hall or on the outside. 
At the conclusion of the meeting, 
the organizers passed out application 
blanks and asked all who cared to 
sign up to remain. About fifteen stay- 
ed. Those in charge of the meeting 
said that, if ten would sign up, a 
branch of the Klan would be estab- 
lished there. It was learned from 
one of the organizers that a branch 
of the Klan was' organized at the 
meeting, although the exact umber of 
members! was not made public.

M. Musser. Gettysburg, held on a 
charge of incorrigibility. The Greek's 
hearing was held before U. S. Com- 
missioner Wible. J. G. Shuey. of Phil- 
adelphia, special agent for the Federal 
Department of Justice, represented 
the United States at the hearing, but 
examination of the witnesses was in 
chaise of District Attorney Topper.

His confession says they first went 
to Washington, D. C,, then to Balti- 
more and later he went to Philipsburg 
alone. At Washington and Baltimore, 
the statemenV" sets forth, they lived 


husband and wife. Afteri Dahl- 


strom concluded his testimony. Mr. 
Eenner declared that the United 
States had failed to show, if the ac- 
used man's confession had not been 
read, that there was any violation of 
the Mann act. He protested holding 
Mastathis for Federal court, but Com- 
missioner Wible declared that a prima 
facia case had been made out and fix- 
ed baiJ at $10,000.

hearing, the scene changed to the 
court room in the court house. Mas- 
tathis was hustled back to jail, while 
Miss Musser was taken to the court 
room to face Judge McPherson who 
heard the charge of incorrigibility 
against her and received tue petition 
of the parents, to have their daughter 
committed to a home. Mrs. Musser 
took the stand, after the oath had 
been administered by Judge McPher- 
son, and told that neither she nor her 
husband were able to control Cather- 
ine any longer and that it was their 
wish that she be sent to a home. 


When Mrs. Musser concluded. Judge 


McPherson asked Miss Musser if she 
wished to live with her parents again, 
to which she retorted sharply. "I 
would never live in that house again.'' 
Judge McPherson then addressed 


some more questions to Mrs. Musser. 
and again asked Miss Musser if she 
had anything to say. This time she 
cried defiently, "All I can say is, that 
if I had been treated as a daughter 
should have been, when I was home, 
I would never have done what I did." 


With that, the hearing came to an 


end. 
It 
was 
noticed thhat Miss 


Musser refused to look at her patents. 
When the hearing was over. Miss 
Musser was taken back to jail. 


Mrs. Anna B. Musser, mother of 


Miss Musser, told Commissioner Wible 
how one day she met Mastathis at the 
W. M. railroad station and plead with 
him to withdraw his attentions from 
her daughter. All the 
grief of a 


striciken mother was apparent on the 
face of the witness. She said she told 
the Greek that Catherine was the only 
child she had and that she was anx- 
ious that he withdraw his attentions 
from her since she was only 17 years 
old. 


Miss Musser was taken from the 


Adams county jail to the Darlington 
House of Correction, near Philadel- 
phia, on Monday. Miss Musser was 
accompanied on the tript by Deputy 
Sheriff and Mrs. Hartman.
